| [ * RST, That in or about the Month of March, 1709. the ſaid

Colonel Charteris ſent for one Hur ( a Perſon whom he pro- 
tected from Conſiderable Debts ) and told him, That his Com- 
pany in the Guards coſt him Three Thouſand Guineas, and 
that if ZZurly did not give him Five Guineas , and an effective Man to 
ſerve in the Company, he would protect him no longer: And that he 
expected the like from every Man that he protected. x A oh 
That Hourly for Fear of being left to his Creditors, did then give the 
ſaid Col. Charters Five Guineas, and ſoon after a good Man grats. Up- 
on which the Col. promiſed upon his Honour, that ZZurly, according to 
the Contract made at Liſting, ſhould have a Diſcharge whenever he 
pleas d, be exempted from all Duty, except on Muſter-Days; and with- 
al, that he ſhould be protected from all his Creditors : For that he wou'd - 
appear for him before a Judge, and claim him as an effective Soldier, if 
there were Occaſion, and that Hurly ſhould be at no further Charge. 
Yet ſoon after the Colonel ſent for Huriy again, and told him; He muſt 
pay Two Shillings and Sixpence every Fortnight, to be excuſed from 
Duty; which Zurly was likewiſe forced to comply with. 
That on the Firſt Day of Fuly, 1710. (Col. Charteri being then in 
Scotland ) Hurly was taken up by ſome of his Creditors, who Six Days 
after the Arreſt, obtained a Note under Major General Tartons Hand, 
diſcharging Hurly, and certifying, that he was not a Soldier in the Re- 
giment. Upon which Zurly was detain'd by his Creditors, till Col. 
Charteris came to Town. 6 WE 
That Hurly then ſent to him, and pray'd him to perform the repeat- 
ed Promiſes he made him on his Honour, as aforeſaid ; which he abſo- 
lutely refuſed to do, unleſs Zurly would give him Fifty Pounds more. 

That Hurly not being then able to raiſe that Sum, offer'd to give him 
a Note to pay it him in a Month's Time, which at length with much 
Importunity was accepted of. . 
| . That the Colonel not thinking the firſt Note, which Huriy ſent him 
by his Serjeant Thomas Cook for the ſaid Fifty Pounds, to be well or firm- 
ly werded, would not appear for FZarly, till he had ſent him a Second 
Note in more ample Form. - „ 

Thar notwithſtanding the ſaid Diſcharge given by Major General Tat- 
ton, as aforeſaid, Col. Charteris, who was greedy for the ſaid Fifty Pounds, 
appear'd in Perſon on the 22d of September tollowing ; and in Oppo- 
ſition to what the General had ſigned on the 7th Day of July betors, 
made Oath before the Lord Chief . Juſtice Parker, That Huriy was an 

Effective Soldier, and did Duty as often as any Man in the Company; 
tho' in Truth he never did one Hour's Duty, other than to appear ſome- 
times on a Muſter- Day. . How. 
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However the Colonel ſwore.to it, and thereupon Huriy was diſchar- 
ged. But the very Minute he was out of his Creditors Hands, Serjeant 
Cook hurry'd him away, and committed him to the Sayoy, where the 

Colonel ordered he ſhould be kept a cloſe Priſoner, till he had given better 
Security than his own Note, for the Payment of the ſaid Fifty Pounds; 
which he was forced to do, by lodging a Mortgage of Four Hundred + 
Pounds in Murphy the Marſhal's Hands, for the Colonel's Uſe : Which 
Mortgage Murphy delivered in at the Committee. Po. 

That Hurly being then at Liberty, and the Collonel being inform'd 
that he was reſolv'd to quit the Company, and prefer a Bill in Equity 
againſt him for the ſaid Fifty Pound Note; and for the Mortgage; gave 
private Orders to commit Huriy again, as his Soldier, to the Savoy, in 
Order to prevent Complaints, by ſelling him to an Officer then recrui- 
ting for the Weſt-Indies, who was to give the Colonel a Bond of One 
Hundred Pounds, not to let Furly land any where till they arrived there; 
nor to be allowed Pen, Ink, or Paper in the mean time. ; 

That the Colonel being diſappointed in the Execution of that Deſign, 
and finding that Hurly intended to petition the Houſe of Commons, or- 

der'd him to be put into the Gazette for a Deſerter, in Hopes that that 
would frighten him into a Compliance, or at leaſt to deter him from his 

proſecuting the Colonel. EY. | Wan 

W hereupon ZHurly, jointly with one Bamford, laid the Matter before 
the ſaid Houſe, and produced Witneſſes to prove, that the Colonel was 
guilty of many Frauds and Abuſes in the Payment of his Company ; 
that he received ſeveral Bribes for protecting Tradeſmen, and others from 
their Creditors ; and that he conſtantly muſtered and received Pay for 
Seventy Men, tho" his own Serjeants proved he never had, nor paid, 
more than Thirty Eight Effectives in his Company. | 

But before Hurly appear d to the Committee, or that any Witneſſes 
were examined, the Colonel,. conſcious of his own Guilt, and finding 
that a Committee was appointed to enquire into Falſe Muſters, &c. ſent 


Huh 4 Propoſal, that he would lodge a Thouſand Pounds for his Uſe, 


in a Third Perſons Hands, on Condition that he would deſiſt from his 
intended Proſecution : Which Huriy utterly rejected. n 
To confirm this Propoſal, the very firſt Night the Committee fate, 
Col. Charteris, at the Speaker's Chamber Door, offer d Zurly, in the Pre- 
ſence of one Mr. Theedam an Attorney at Law, that he would pay all 
his Debts, and make him very eaſy in his Circumſtances, provided he 
would fay nothing to his Prejudice before that Honourable Committee. 
The Truth of this Inſtance is humbly referred to Sir Roger Moſtyn, Bart. 
Chairman of the ſaid Committee. | 
That when Col. Charteris found Bribes would not take off Hurly, he 
had Recourſe to Bullying and Threatning, but with as littſe Succeſs. 
George Kemble was firſt produced to the Committee by Hurly, againſt 
Col. Charteris ; who there declared, That the Col. deſired him to find 
out any Tradeſman, or Houſe-keeper, who were under Circumſtances of 
Debt, and that he would protect them: That he ſaw the Fifty Pound 
Note, which Hurly gave for the Colonel's Uſe; and heard Serjeant Cook 
ſay, The Colonel threatned to ſell Z7urly to an Officer, then Recruiting 
for the Weſt-Indies. But the ſaid Jemble ſome few Days after turned to 
be one of the Colonel's chief Adviſers, and was twice produced by him 
as an Evidence againſt Zurly ; which ſudden Change ought to render his 
Teſtimony in the Colonel's Favour the more ſuſpicious. ' Several other 
Witneſſes were taken off, by the Power of the Colonel's Guineas. F 2 it 
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tho' the Queen duly allow'd and paid him for Seventy.

has been proved , that he had divers Meetings with ſome of his Fagots, © 
and others, at the Nagg's-Head in the Hay-Market, and elſewhere, for 
that Purpoſe. That he gave Serjeant Pitmas Ten Guineas, to give each 
of his Corporals a Guinea and Half, and to drink with the Fagots, to 
perſuade them to ſay, They were well uſed by the Colonel; that they 


did their Duty, and received their Pay conſtantly. Yer ſoon after he 


beat and abus d the ſaid Serjeant Pitman, for having declared to the 
Committee, That the Colonel never paid more than Thirty Eight Men, 

Serjeant The. Cook quitted the Colonel's Company in January laſt, and 
obtained a Lieutenant's Commiſſion. He was on Board at Deal going to 


his Poſt, when this Committee firſt ſate: But at the Colanel's Inſtance 


came back without Leave ; for which he was taken up for a Deſerter by 
General Withers's Order: The Colonel by his Intereſt got him off. Then 
Cook gave up his Liutenant's Com, accepted of the Halbert again, 
and ſtaid from his Command to be an Evidence for the Colonel. 
The Reader is pray'd to conſider, whether it be probable, that after all 


the Expence Cook was at to procure the ſaid Lieutenancy, and to fit him- 


{elf out, he would have quitted it for a Halbert, and run the Hazard of 
being try'd for a Deſerter, if he had not felt the Weight of ſome of the 


Colonel s Guineas. — Query, How far this ought to invalidate 


what Teſtimony he gave in the Colonel's Favour 2 | 
John Hare, a Soldier in the ſaid Colonel's Company, was produced by 


him as an Evidence againſt Huriy; but being ſtrictly examined by the 


Committee, he then confeſſed that the Colonel had hired him and Five 
others to give their Teſtimonies in his Favour ; and told them they need 
not boggle at ſaying any thing, provided they could make their Stories 
but to hang well together, for they were not to be there upon Oath: 
And the ſaid Hare moreover ſhewed to the ſaid Committee the Gold he 
had received that very Morning for his Share from the Colonel. 

Secondly, That George Milſon was Liſted with the Colonel for Prote- 
ction, gave back the Forty Shillings Bounty-Money, and never received 
any Pay; yet was forced to pay for beingexempted from Duty. How- 
ever, all this would not ſatisfy the Colonel; but the better to ſqueeze 


more Money out of Milſon, he ſent him Priſoner to the Savoy, where he 


was detain'd till his Siſter Elizabeth Andrews made a Bargain with the 
Colonel himſelf ro pay him Two Guineas, on Condition he would Re- 
leaſe her Brother out of the Savoy, and protect him ſtill in the Company. 
But the Colonel, after receiving the ſaid Two Guineas, finding Milſon 
was poor, and deſpairing to get any more Money out of him, Sold him 
for Ten Pounds to his Creditors, by diſcharging him privately, withour 
his Conſent or Knowledge, out of the Company: Upon which he was 
taken up by his ſaid Creditors, and ſent to the Gatehouſe 3 where he (till 
lies in a moſt Deplorable Starving Condition. | 

Thirdly, That James Wilſon a Taylor, Liſted for Protection with Col. 
Charterjs about the Firſt Day of May 1710, gave back the Forty Shil- 
lings Bounty-Money, and never received Pay, but always paid tor being 
exempted from Duty. That Ten Days after his being Liſted ; he gave 
the Colonel Five Pounds for Protection; and in ſome Months aſter, the 
Colonel, threatned to Sell him to a Marching Regiment, by which he 


"forced Five Pounds more from him, which W3/ſon's Wife paid the Colonel: 


That within a little while after, the Colonel demanded a Drugget Suit 
of him; but Wilfon pleaded Poverty, and ſaid he Was not able to give 
the Drugger, but he would give him the making of it. That very ſoon 


after, 25 
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after, Wilſon was Arreſted, and gave the Colonel Four Guinezs more ; 


but he finding that no more Money could be expected from him, aban- 
don'd him to the Mercy of his Creditors. Then, after the Committee 
was appointed, he gave Wilſon's Wife a Guinea and a Broad Piece to ſtop 


her Mouth at preſent; and promiſed to pay her the Ten Pounds, and the 


Four Guineas back again, ſo ſoon as the Committee was up. 


Fobn Man, John Forreſt, and Thirteen Witneſſes more, were ready to 
appear againſt Col. Charteris ; but becauſe all they had to ſay, tended 
only to prove Falſe Muſters, Bribery for Protection, and Short Payments, 

againſt him; Theſe Facts being ſo fully prov d by ſo many Witneſſes 

before, the Committee thought it ſuperfluous to hear any more to the 
fame Purpoſe. „55 Eg | 


And as the Colonel threatens and vows Revenge, ſo ſoon as the Houſe 


is up; tis humbly hoped, 


1. That to Encourage ſuch- like Diſcoveries of Frauds and Abuſes 
hereafter, the Honourable Houſe' of Commons would pleaſe to take what 
| Meaſures they in their great Wiſdoms ſhall think moſt effectual to Pro- 
ted the Proſecutors. 1 | ; 


2. That Hurly, who according to Contract gave the Colonel a good 
Man gratis; and John Hare, a Soldier produced by the Colonel to join 
with others againſt Huriy in the Colonel's Favour, as aforeſaid; be Diſ- 
charged from the Company, ſo as not to be ſubject to be Tried by Mar- 
tial-Law, as Mutineers, for complaining againſt their Colonel; which is 
what they are threaten'd with, fo ſoon as the Houſe is up. To 


3. Since Hurly, Milſon, and Wilſon, have paid for their being exempt- 
ed from Duty, and the Colonel always received their Pay ; that he be 
order d to Repay them the Sums he has received for them from the 
Queen, and to Refund the Bribes which he likewiſe ſeverally extorted 


from them for Protection: And this the rather, becauſe the two latter 


( whom he Sold and Betray'd to their Creditors, as aforeſaid ) are now 
periſhing in Gaol. | 5 


4. That the Four Hundred Pounds Mortgage be deliver d to Hurly, and 
the Colonel ordered to give him up his Fifty Pound Note, or a General 
Releaſe of all Demands.
